Plane Is 


Hijacked 


To China 


HONG 
KONG 
(U P I)— Five 
“ radical” young Filipinos hi­ 
jacked a Philippine Air Lines 
(PAL) airliner to Communist 
China today with 19 hostages 
aboard, including four A m eri­ 
cans. It was the first tim e a 
plane had been hijacked to Red 
China. 


The twin-jet BAC111 was on a 
domestic flight from M anila to 
Davao City with 44 passengers 
and five crewm en aboard when 
the five Filipinos, brandishing 
pistols, a carbine and scissors, 
announced they were taking 
over the plane for “ ideological 
reasons.” 


The 
airliner 
first 
flew 
to 
1 long Kong for refuelling and 20 
of the passengers including an 
infant were released there. The 
plane then took off for Canton 
without 
awaiting 
clearance 
from Communist Chinese au­ 
thorities 
for 
the 
trip. 
The 
hijackers said they hoped to fly 
to Peking. 


L ate to d ay the plane w as 
reported still at Canton's White 
Cloud Airport while the Chinese 
pondered w hat to do with the 
passengers.

shot and their blood: used to' 
sm ear the words “ Death to 
pigs” on the walls. 
It took toe seven men and 
five women on the jury 10 days 
to reach a verdict on the guilt 
of Manson, Susan Atkins, 
Patricia Krenwinkel and Leslie 
Van Houten, but only 10 hours 
to sentence them to death on 
all 27 counts of murder and 
conspiracy. 
“ We made 
our decision 
early,” juror Marie Mesmer, a 
retired dr am,a critic, told 
newsmen, "but we argued all 
the points so everyone would 
have a say-so. 
“Charles Manson is a dange­ 
rous influence on society,” she 
said. -“I think I can go home 
with 
peace 
of 
mind 
now, 
knowing I have protected 
society.” 
The defendants, whose out­ 
bursts during the trial which 
lasted nine and a half months, 
cost nearly $1 million, and often 
caused them to be removed 
from the courtroom, came into 
court giggling and smirking. 
Manson, whose forehead was 
carved with a swastika, had 
shaved his head, and the girls 
had shorn their waist-length 
tresses into close-cropped pixie 
cuts. 
As toe grim-faced jurors took 
their seats, Manson called out 
truculently, “I don’t see how 
you can get away with not 
letting me put on a defense.” 
“You have no authority over 
rue,” he told the jurors. 
“Half of you aren’t as good 
as I am.” 
He was led out by bailiffs 
before even hearing the ver­ 
dicts.. 
As death was decreed for the 
cult leader, the young women 
all began shouting. 
“You’ve judged yourselves,”

cried, lunging 
toward the jury box. She was 
restrained and led out.

Dixie Candidates 
Split On Theory

Novato 'Bedroom Tax' Is Favored

Candidates 
for 
the 
Dixie 
School District board agreed 
last night that the state should 
pay a greater share of the cost 
of education and that teachers 
are the key to sound education, 
but disagreed on topics the au­ 
dience of more than 50 came to 
hear about. 
Those in the audience who’ 
asked questions following the 
prepared speeches asked what 
kind of classroom environment 
each of the seven candidates 
would work for. 
When asked about flexibility 
in content and grading. Addyse 
L. Palagyi, 43, a former teach­ 
er and education writer, said 
she would abolish grades to­ 
morrow if possible. 
She advocated a system of 
cooperating with, as opposed to 
operating children. “There is 
much more to learning than 
just basic skills/’ she said. 
Ruth W. Rosen, 33, also a 
former school, teacher, agreed 
saying the school should teach 
a child “to know how to learn.”1 
This should be done through a 
variety of programs tailored to 
individuals, she said. * 
The third former educator 
running for the board, Patricia 
A. Gryson, 42, also favored the 
trend to more flexible class­ 
room forms as long as they are 
effective. 
However, she opposed aboli­ 
tion of grades in favor of writ­ 
ten r e p o r t s . She favored a 
system in which the teacher 
would indicate a child’s level of 
achievement on a scale. She 
maintained 
that 
a 
uniform 
grading system is necessary to 
avoid confusion. 
Attorney Duncan McDonald 
said he favors innovations like 
combining grades and classes 
without grades as long as par­ 
ents approve. He endorsed giv­ 
ing maximum flexibility 
to 
teachers who can educate. 
Dentist Donal A. McEnhill, 
41, and Albert L. Robison, an 
industrial educator, said they 
would have to examine each 
case on its merit. 
McEnhill, however, endorsed 
the present classroom policies 
of the district and added the 
purpose of education is “to get 
necessary skills.” 
Irwin Taranto, 35, the sev­ 
enth of the .candidates running 
for twro seats in the April 20 
election, said it is not a trus­ 
tee’s job to tell teachers how' to 
teach. “We hire professionals to 
"do that,” he said. Taranto is a 
consultant specializing in com­ 
puter-based systems. 
Differences of opinion also 
arose over whether the state 
should continue to select text­ 
books for school districts. Mrs. 
Gryson said, “I don’t like to sit 
here tonight and think of people 
throwing out the state texts.” 
She said she had taught with 


some bad ones, but maintained 
they could be made interesting 
with supplements. She said the 
uniformity is good for students 
who transfer. 
Davidson countered that the 
state uses the standardized list 
because it can buy the books 
more cheaply by buying the 
printing plates. However, these 
are not sold until, the 'books are 
three or four years old, he said. 
“I think that the state texts are 
behind the times,” he said. 
Mrs. Rosen agreed. “I don’t 
see why we have to settle for 
less than the best,” she said. 
Mrs. Rosen, Davidson, Robi­ 
son, and McEnhill all said that 
the district should control the 
textbooks used. Mrs. Palagyi 
and Taranto took no position. 
No one criticized the existing 
board of trustees and there was 
relatively little discussion of fi­ 
nance, a sore spot in other dis­ 
tricts in Marin, and the state hit 
hard, by state and, federal, cut­ 
backs. Candidates said, the dis­ 
trict is not in financial straits 
because the general, purpose 
tax rate was increased 50 cents 
to $3.85 per $100 assessed val.ua- ’ 
tion last year. 
However, they urged lobbying 
in Sacramento to convince the 
state to resume a larger load of 
the cost of education. 
Mrs. Palagyi called for the 
institution of a uniform state­ 
wide school tax of $3.75 per $100 
assessed valuation, an arrange­ 
ment being pushed by Wilson 
Riles, state superintendent o£/ 
public instruction.

Novato Planning Commission 
last night voted 5-2 to recom­ 
mend a “bedroom tax” on new 
residential 
development 
for 
park and recreation facilities. 
Speakers protested the pro­ 
posal as a hidden tax, an ine­ 
quitable tax, taxation, without 
representation and a move to 
eircum.ve.nt 'the wishes of the 
voters who have defeated park 
bond issues. 
Chairman Paul A. Oatis, who 
agreed it would be “taxation 
without representation,” and 
Commissioner Ben F. Edwards, 
who felt it would be “double 
taxation,” dissented. 
Park and Recreation Director 
Edward W. Adams said the 
proposed revenues would ena­ 
ble the city to provide neighbor­ 
hood parks it c a n n o t now 
provide without raising the ge­ 
neral tax rate. 
The proposed tax would be 
$75 for the first bedroom and 
$15 lor each, additional, bedroom 
in new residential, develop­ 
ments., including moble homes 
and, apartments. 
Opponents charged it was un­ 
fair and unethical, to levy the 
tax on newcomers and contend­ 
ed that park and recreation fa­ 
cilities should be financed by 
the entire community. 


Commissioners who favored 
the tax pointed out that the 
newcomers will use facilities 
paid for by present residents 
and contended that the pro­ 
posed tax wasn’t high. 
The intent, according to the 
planning staff, is to place the 


burden of paying for park and 
recreation facilities on residen­ 
tial development, which gener­ 
ates the need for such facilities. 
David G. Greenlee, executive 
manager of the Marin Builders 
Exchange, representing about 
360 construction industry firms 
in Marin, recalled that resi­ 
dents defeated park bond issues 
three times. 
The proposed, 'tax '“will be so 
wei, hidden and so misnamed 
that a resident, new or old, 
won’t even realize that, he has 
been taxed until he buys a new 
or used home,” and would al­ 
low “the city to circumvent the 
expressed wishes of the taxpay­ 
er.” 
Carl S. Brown, executive di­ 
rector of the Redwood Empire 
Chapter, Building Industry As­ 
sociation, said the constitution­ 
ality of the “bedroom tax” is 
being challenged in court. 
He proposed an alternative: a 
“broadly based tax, calculated 
on a percentage of the building 
permit valuation of all con­ 
struction done in the city,” with 
a. “system, of credits for open 
space amenities created by 'the 
builder in his development.'’'11 


Also opposing the tax. were 
Terry 
Curran, 
representing 
Alameda Homes Corp., which 
plans a large development at 
Black Point, and A. C. Signorel­ 
li, San Anselmo contractor. 
Adams in rebuttal said newT 
residents would have the bene­ 
fit of parks already developed, 
and that “many cities using the 
bedroom tax haven’t been chal­ 
lenged in court.” 
Commissioner Edwards said 
new 
residents 
shouldn’t 
be 


made “the fall guy” because 
the city needs financing for 
parks and recreation. 
Chairman 
Oatis 
said: 
“I 
couldn’t vote to tax people with­ 
out giving them the right to 
vote for it.” 
Council men authorized draw­ 
ing up of an amendment which 
would, give a developer credit 
for any recreation facilities he 
provided that would be “appro­ 
priate and available for puttie 
use.”

A fired Sausalito police ser­ 
geant filed a $1,250,000 suit yes­ 
terday in Marin Superior Court, 
charging “professional neglig­ 
ence” against Greenbrae psy­ 
chiatrist Edward E„ Shev. 
The former policeman, Tho­ 
mas H. Zink, 33, was fired last 
May after 11 years on the Sau­ 
salito force. 
In support of his dismissal, 
he was charged with arriving 
late for work, negligent han­ 
dling of firearms, emotional 
instability and having the odor 
of alcohol on his breath. 
In his suit, Zink claims that 
Shev “negligently and careless­ 
ly examined and diagnosed” 
him in April..of last year, and 
reported 
to Sausalito 
Police 
Chief James Wight that Zink 
was emotionally disturbed. 
Shev had been hired by Sau­ 
salito to conduct therapy ses- 
sions for t h e c i t v ’ s police 
department. 
Zink's appeal of his firing 
was heard by a state hearing 
officer last November and De­ 
cember, and the officer recom­ 
mended that Zink be reinstated 
to the police force, but demoted 
to patrolman.. 
Action on that recommenda­ 
tion was postponed by the Sau­ 
salito City C o u n c i l after a 
three-hour closed meeting in 
February. 
Zink's suit asks $500,000 in 
general damages from Shev, 
and $750,000 in punitive and ex­ 
emplary damages. 
He charges that Shev’s report 
injured his reputation.

permit the hijackers to remain 
m 'China if 'they wished. 
A closely related incident 
might give a clue. Two years 
ago a Cambodian airliner with 
a large number of Americans 
aboard was diverted from Hong 
Kong and landed in Canton. The 
plane and passengers were 
perm itted to leave within a 
short time. 
The U.S. embassy in Manila 
identified four Americans as 
passengers, and said it did not 
appear they were released in 
Hong Kong. They were Mr. and 
M rs. Russel E. Ebersole of 
Jersey City, N.J., George W. 
Drysdale of Waukegan, 111., and 
E ldred Fewkes of Burley, 
Idaho. 
One of the passengers re ­ 
leased here, Carlos G. Platon, 
30, a Filipino attorney, said he 
talked with one hijacker, “a 17- 
year-old Filipino who looked, 
like a university student.” 
Platon said “I asked him why 
they wanted to go to China. He 
said it was for 
ideological 
reasons. They were armed with 
two .22 pistols, another gun, a 
pair of scissors and a carbine.” 
“ Oh boy, the passengers were 
scared,” Platon said. 


He said four of the hijackers 
were Filipinos while the other 
appeared to be Filipino-Chlnese. 
He said they were between the 
ages of 17 and 25 and belonged 
to' “some young radical group, 
some 
rebel 
group” 
in 
the 
Philippines. 
A Hong Kong airport official, 
J. F . Pickering, talked with the 
hijackers, who at first agreed 
to release all the passengers 
before taking off for China but 
later decided to hold some of 
them as hostages. The airport 
radioed Canton's White Cloud, 
airp o rt for clearance 
and 
weather conditions, but 
the 
PAL plane took over before the 
clearance arrived. 


■ 
The passengers who were 
released were forced to sit 
under the wings of the plane 
until it started moving for the 
runway to take off. 
The PAL hijacking was the 
first to Communist China. An 
earlier attempt to take a plane 
to China was attem pted on 
another PAL plane in 1952 but 
the DCS was forced down, on 
the Nationalist Chinese island 
of Quemoy. 
There 
have 
been 
several 
Asian hijackings in which the 
planes were taken to Commu­ 
nist North Korea.

No Criminal Charge 
In Man's Drug Death 


No c r i m i n a l charge is 
planned in connection with the 
death of a young man who died 
Feb. 25 at Center Point, a San 
Rafael antidrug center, Asst. 
Dist. Atty. Gary W. Thomas 
said yesterday. 
Thomas added, however, that 
police are still investigating the 
center to 
determine 
if 
the 
state’s regulations concerning 
such treatment homes and hos­ 
pitals for addicts are being 
met. 
Thomas said that while it ap­ 
peared the staff at Center Point 
“ was at the least, 
illegally 
practicing medicine,” that his 
office does not have sufficient 
evidence to proceed with a 
case. 
Meanwhile, Coroner’s Investi­ 
gator Keith C. Craig said that 
Guy T. Johnson, 25, of Oakland, 
died as a result of an overdose 
of morphine. He said that tests 
s h o w e d that his body also 
contained traces of cocaine, a 
drug sometimes used to offset 
heroin and morphine overdoses. 
Johnson was brought to Cen­ 


ter Point at 805 D Street by a 
young woman companion who 
asked that he not be taken to a 
hospital. Staff members tried 
for five hours to save him, but 
he was pronounced dead at 
Marin General Hospital where 
he was finally taken after pol­ 
ice and an ambulance were 
called. 
Thomas said that the only 
witnesses in the case were 
themselves involved in the inci­ 
dent. 
He added, however, that an 
investigation was being made 
to determine if Center Point 
officials are complying with 
laws that require registration of 
such facilities and periodic in­ 
spection by state authorities.

Stan's order, intended to take 
effect with the beginning of the 
whaling season Thursday, was 
designed to protect finback, sei 
and sperm whales, which are 
the only species still hunted 
commercially. The federal offi­ 
cial declared the species were 
in danger of extinction. 
Dr. George Sugar man of 59 
East View Avenue, Tiburón, 
spoke in favor of the whaling 
ban. He expressed hope that 
Japan and Russia could be per­ 
suaded to follow the U.S. exam­ 
ple to avert an “environmental 
disaster.” 
He compared whaling to the 
39th Century slaughter of buf­ 
falo in the U.S., and argued 


that whales should not be killed 
to provide pet food. However, 
he stressed, the Del Monte firm, 
should be fully compensated for 
the loss of business, and every 
effort made to retain and reem­ 
ploy the employees affected by 
the ban. Sugarman spoke as a 
concerned individual. 
Also supporting the ban was

Legal Scrap Begins 
In Werber Hearing 


Filing of a complaint against 
Sausalito restaurateur Frank 
N. Werber, arrested in a drug 
raid Friday, was postponed 
yesterday, but a legal battle of 
sorts began anyway. 
Werber, 41, was booked into 
Marin County Jail Friday on 
suspicion of possessing mari­ 
juana, narcotics and dangerous 
drugs and contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor, after 
narcotics 
agents 
raided 
his 
home on DeSilva Island in Ri­ 
chardson Bay. 
He was freed on $9,375 bail 
and dutifully reported for ar­ 
raignment yesterday in Marin 
Municipal Court. 
In court, however. Deputy 
Dist. Atty. Raymond E. Gilbert 
said that no complaint would be 
filed against Werber pending 
receipt of reports from, state 
and federal drug agents who 
took part in the raid. 
G i l b e r t said the charges 
might be filed today. 
The delay in filing the com­ 
plaint was fine with Werber’s 
attorney, Patrick Hallinan. but 
Hallinan said he would like to 
see the warrant, and affidavit 
on which it was based, which 
agents used to enter Werber’s 
home. 
In explaining to Judge Peter 
Allen Smith why he wanted to 
see the warrant. Hallinan made 
reference to the case of Sausali­ 
to attorney Michael H. Metzger, 
. which was dismissed Friday in 
’Marin Superior Court when 
Judge Joseph G. Wilson ruled 
that the search of Metzger’s 
residence last December was 
Illegal because the warrant was 
improper. 
Gilbert told Hallinan there 
would be no problem in provid­ 


ing a copy of the warrant and 
aff idavit and instructed him to 
see Asst. -Dist. Atty. Gary W. 
Thomas. 
Hallinan left the courtroom, 
only to return minutes later to 
report that Thomas said he did 
not have a copy of the docu­ 
ments, that they were being 
held by the municipal court 
clerk pending receipt of a com­ 
plaint. 
Hallinan asked Judge Smith 
for an order allowing him to see 
the warrant and affidavit, and 
Smith so ordered. 
Hallinan left the courtroom, 
only to return again to report 
that Thomas said he (Hallinan) 
could not see the documents 
without a written court order. 


Smith directed Hallinan to 
prepare a written order for his 
signature, w'hich Hallinan did 
in longhand. The judge signed 
it, and Hallinan finally got the 
documents he wanted.

The cost is for 'heavy security 
placed around her courtroom, 
appearances, the extra deputies 
and other officers assigned both 
to guard the courtroom as well 
as search those attending the 
sessions.

39 Attorneys Back 


Recall Of Wright 


A group of 39 attorneys in 
Belvedere and Tiburón today

himself and member of the re­ 
call committee, could not. esti­ 
mate how many attorneys live 
in the Reed district but said 
those signing the anti-Wright 
statement represent “a high 
percentage” of them. 
The attorneys’ broadside said 
Wright “has not discharged his 
duties properly" and. has ig­

“His’persistent branding of 
those1 who disagree with him, as I 
-malcontents’ or disruptive dis­ 
sidents’ .. . . has done a disser­ 
vice to the d e m o c r a t i c 
process.” 
The a t t o r n e y s denied a 
charge by Wright that the re­ 
call is a conspiracy, but said it 
is ”a proper and necessary le­ 
gal recourse undertaken by a 
large segment of the Reed dis­ 
trict voters . . . ” 
The statement recommended 
election of John J. Osborn to 
replace him in the April 29 elec­ 
tion in order to ‘restore the 
confidence and harmony so ne­ 
cessary’ to the Reed school dis­ 
trict."

bomb. 
Police received a report of 
the explosion at 4:14 a.m. about 
the same time an anonymous 
caller told United Press Inter­ 
national: 
‘"The Communist Party build­ 
ing has just 'been 'bombed. Let. 
the tools and lackeys who throw 
our brethren into jail know that 
they too are responsible for the 
actions of 
those who they 
support. Let our people go. 
Never again. 
Other news media received 
the same statement at roughly 
the same time. 
A free lance photographer in 


an apartment in a building on 
the other side of the street 
timed the explosion as occur­ 
ring shortly after 4 a„m. 
“There was a tremendous 
noise. Then right afterwards, 
there was a sound of glass 
breaking,” he said. 
•"Never again” is the slogan 
of the militant Jewish Defense 
league but a spokesman for 
the group denied any connec­ 
tion with the explosion. 
The spokesman said, howev­ 
er. the JDL supported the. 
action adding: 
“In 
the season 
of 
the 
Passover, the holiday of libera­ 
tion, we seek another exodus 
not from. Egypt but from 
Russia. Let our people go. 
Never again.”

On Bribery 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (UPI) 
— Former West Virginia Gov. 
W. W. “Wally” Barron was 
sent to prison for 25 years Mon­ 
day by the man he beat in the 
pivotal election in his political 
career. 
Barron pleaded guilty, to U.S. 
District Court Judge John, A.. 
Field Jr., to paying a $2,5,000 
bribe to a jury foreman in his 
1968 federal court trial. The 
jury 
acquitted 
Barron 
of 
charges he sought kickbacks 
during his 1961-65 state admi­ 
nistration. 
Barron, a. Democrat, defeated 
Field, a. Republican, in the 1.956 
election for West Virginia 
attorney general. By winning, 
in a year when Republican 
President Dwight Eisenhower 
and the Republican gubernator­ 
ial. candidate both, carried the 
state, Barron, then, a state 
representative, 
became 
the 
leading Democratic candidate 
for governor four years later. 
Field had offered to disquali­ 
fy himself in the ease. Barron 
said it made no difference. 
By pleading guilty, Barron 
won. 
dismissal, 
of 
bribery 
charges against his wife, who 
was accused of delivering the 
money to the wife of the jury 
foreman. Barron said she was 
acting at his direction. He 
began serving his 25-year 
sentence in Springfield, Mo., 
federal prison. 
Ralph Buckalew, the jury 
foreman 
who received 
the 
bribe, pleaded guilty earlier 
and has begun serving a 20- 
year prison term. Two attor­ 
neys, Robert G. 
Perry of 
Charleston, and Bonn Brown of 
Elkins,, W.Va., also, have been, 
indicted on charges of conspir­ 
ing to offer the bribe.

NEW YORK — T h e r e are 
some women who can drink and 
some who can’t. According to 
her own description, Mercedes 
McCambridge. known for her 
Oscar-winning performances in 
films and on television, is one 
who c a n ’ t .. This year, she’s 
serving as honorary chairman 
of the National Council on Alco­ 
holism and traveling through­ 
out the country to talk about 
her own experiences with “ this 
disease of alcoholism.” 
Alcohol, Miss McCambridge 
p o i n t s out, “is a nice social 
medicine that everyone uses,” 
adding that a woman in our 
time drinks socially because 
it’s expected of her. A lot of 
people, she notes, can go along 
drinking this way with no parti­ 
cular problems, but most alco­ 
holics drift gradually into the 
disease. 
"I have yet to meet an alco­ 
holic,’"" 
she 
declares, 
‘"who 
wanted to be an alcoholic.” 
SPEAKING FROM personal 
experience, Miss McCambridge 
says, “ Had anyone told me that 
alcoholism was a disease, that 
there might be something in my 
blood chemistry sensitive to 
this chemical. I might have 
known I shouldn’t drink at all. 
But I didn’t know. I kept insist­ 
ing something was wrong with 
me because — although I never 
drank as much as most of my 
friends — drinking always af­ 
fected me badly.” 
Yet, 
whenever she 
sought 
help, she recalls, she was in­ 
variably told she was a tense 
person in a tense profession and 
shouldn’t take herself so ser­ 
iously. 
The 
causes of 
alcoholism. 
Mercedes McCambridge points 


out, are varied and complex. 
Sometimes a series of crises 
can occur in a woman’s life 
and, because alcohol seems tc 
relieve her anxiety, “she will 
slip into this disease unwitting­ 
ly and unwillingly.” 
She could be a young woman., 
she points out, or one ovei 4( 
who may be having an identity 
crisis because her children no 
longer need her. 
DESCRIBING THE upheav­ 
als in her own life, Miss Me 
Cambridge 
says, “My 
m ar­ 
r i a g e broke up, my house 
burned down. I broke my leg on 
stage and my only living son 
was critically injured.. I had 
become emotionally bankrupt. I 
kept writing checks on an emo­ 
tional account that no longer 
had any funds in it.” 
Her problems, she says, final­ 
ly flared up as an acute attack 
of bronchitis that required her 
to be hospitalized. This time, 
however. 
Miss 
McCambridge 
encountered a doctor who diag­ 
nosed her problem as alcohol­ 
ism. 
“He told me the reason I was 
sick was because I was drink­ 
ing too much and because I was 
addicted to the drug of alcohol 
which my body could not toler­ 
ate.” 
It was at that point, six years 
ago, she declares, that she 
stopped drinking entirely. 
M E R C E D E S 
McCAM- 
BRIDGE stresses that alcohol 
is the third largest, killer in the 
country, following heart disease 
and cancer. She tells her audi­ 
ences. 
If you think you might 
have a drinking problem., detect 
it early. Don’t kill someone on 
a highway because of it. Don’t 
let it destroy your marriage or 
cause your children to lose 
their respect for you. And don’t 
fall out of love with yourself 
because you're physically ill.”

84, who established the famed 
Wightman tennis cup, helped to 
pioneer the role of women in 
the sport competitively, start­ 
ing with her

competition in 1902 and ending 
with her last in 1958. 
“I suppose I was always 
liberated.,” 
said 
the 
great­ 
grandmother. “My father, my 
husband and family 
always 
wanted me to do what I wanted 
to do. I don’t, know how- far 
liberation goes, really. But 1 
would never want to see women 
leave femininity behind.. 
“WOMEN HAVE proved they 


can compete. I think a woman 
can be true to herself as long as 
she’s pleased with what she’s 
doing.”

tennis competition isn’t all that 
complete, however. Some of the

A rtist H irss Strokes Infinity 
With Splashes Of Simplicity

The best works of printmaker 
Ivars Hirss exhibited through 
April in Alexander Hall at the 
San Francisco Theological Sem­ 
inary, San Anselmo, is also the 
most minimal, being simplified 
to a single shape which has a 
minimum of variation within it. 


The series “Four Tempera­ 
m ents” is done this way. Each 
is really nothing more than a 
patch of tom-edged color filled 
with shadow shapes and a cen­ 
tral square. The subtle varia­ 
tions are limited to shades of a 
single topic hue which might be 
blue for “Phlegmatic,”' or red, 
yellow or black according to the 
mood. And the only other orna­ 
mentation these 
four prints 
have are lone b l a c k lines 
scrawled across the bottom of 
their white borders. 
Doing something so simple 
m ay look: ridiculously easy but 
making it work is something 
else. It is. in fact, one of the 
most difficult things an artist 
cán attempt. Why, for instance, 
should anyone want to look at a 
single shape on a big sheet of 
white p a p e r ? In the case of 


Hirss’s circles alone, you don’t, 
as they have little to say be­ 
yond their state of roundness. 
Yet when Hirss is thinking 
well, he can enliven the plain­ 
est design as he does in the belt 
buckle-like “A Green Print For 
Patrick Humble.” Here, 
he 
opens its mysterious bronze, 
black and teal blue shapes in 
the middle to expose the pap­ 
er’s untouched white, creating 
a new shape which seems to 
reach into infinity. 


Hirss often breaks open his 
blocks of color this way. And 
such intrusions of vacant white 
always: have a deeply spacial 
effect while heightening inter­ 
est in the colored shapes as 
well. One, for example, cuts an 
arching form in two, creating a 
top portion of tan, edged in 
yellow and olive-gold and a bot­ 
tom shape that fringes a pool of 
deep cerulean with, olive, gold 
and pastel blue. 


In another, a large, fanning 
chunk of yellow is hung over 
the separating white and above 
a still lower emblem in bands 
of yellow, earth shades, red, 
purple and startling blue. It is, 


as the title “Awakening” im­ 
plies, something like the ulti­ 
mate sunrise or dawning. 
Ignoring Hirss’s very differ­ 
ent and r a t h e r weak output 
from, the early 1 9 6 0 s , other 
prints which generally follow 
the tom-edged, opened-shape 
format show how tricky such 
simplification can be. 
The 
series 
of 
“Voyages” 
which places a crude, white- 
sailed boat within a puddle of 
color are pleasant enough. So 
are the more c o m p l e x red 
prints where the basic shape is 
broken by intrusions of other 
colors as well as white. And so 
are the four “ Views From the 
Artist’s Window” where the 
shape is broken by textural rib­ 
bons of splotchy color. But none 
of these share the individual 
conviction and forcefulness of 
Hirss’s best work. 
Everything 
included, _ 
his 
show is full and often entertain­ 
ing. But had he included only 
the 
four 
“Temperaments.” 
“Green Print for Patrick Hum­ 
ble,” the arching shapes and 
“Awakening,” 
Hirss’s 
show 
could have been a stunning ex­ 
perience.

and telling how he once figured 
in a bold political deal involv­ 
ing oil and insurance legisla­ 
tion. 
The former Assembly speak­ 
er, 
who 
ran 
'unsuccessfully 
against Gov. Ronald Reagan 
last year for governor, wrote: 
“By 
acclamation, 
the 
oil 
industry would be proclamed 
the number one powerhouse in 
the corridors of Sacram ento. 
Its power is no accident. The 
best lobbyists money can buy, 
the largest, and most politically 
effective 
law 
firms, 
heavy 
campaign contributions to both 
sides of the aisle, and a buddy 
system 
in 
business 
circles 
unrivaled by any other indus­ 
try, have made oil companies 
almost impervious to the ebb 
and flow of partisan political 
fortunes.” 
The column appeared in the 
Sacramento Bee. A Bee spokes­ 
man 
said 
the 
paper 
will 
continue to publish 
Unruh 
columns on an irregular basis. 
Unruh told, apparently for 
the first time, how in 1957 he 
sponsored 
a 
bill 
on 
the 
Assembly floor to help insur­ 
ance companies. He wrote that 
the legislation was pushed by 
then Senate President Pro Tern 
Hugh Burns, D-Fresno, who

extremely 
anxious 
tc 
protect 
his

compensation insurance busi­ 
ness from out-of-state competi­ 
tion.” 
In exchange for passage of 
the insurance bill, Unruh said, 
Burns allowed legislation to

Unruh said the oil industry 
this year may face “ its sternest 
test” since that 1957 episode 
because of a bill by Assembly­ 
man John L. Burton, D-San 
Francisco, to abolish the oil 
depletion allowance. 
But the Ix»s Angeles County 
Democrat said “'the skids are 
going to be a bit harder for the

It took one y ear of training a t 
a cost of about $90,000 to put 
Howard in operation as a par­ 
am edic, an investm ent that has 
paid off in saved lives. 
When he enlisted in the Air 
Force four years ago out of the 
College of San Mateo, he didn’t 
“ know there was such a thing as 
a paramedic. 
Now, 23 and reenlisted for 
another four years, the young 
bachelor said, “I doubt I could 
find a more interesting jo b /’ 


Marinites To 
Consumer 
Aid Panel 


Among those appointed yes­ 
terday to a Bay Area task force 
on consumer protection to ass­ 
ist Atty. Gen. Eveile J. Youn­ 
ger are three Marin residents. 
They are Kenneth V. Larkin 
of Greenbrae, senior vice presi­ 
dent of the Bank of America in 
charge of consumer finance 
matters; Lloyd A. Pfluger of 
Belvedere, general m anager of 
the Retail Dry Goods Assn. of. 
San Francisco, and Charles R. 
Thurber of Terra Linda, execu­ 
tive director of the San Francis­ 
co Better Business Bureau. 
The task force will single out 
problems in consumer affairs 
and then refer them, either to 
the attorney general’s office or 
other legal agencies, Younger 
said yesterday. 
Sim ilar groups will, be set up 
in other m etropolitan areas of 
the state, he said. 
“ We’re trying to enlarge the 
protective scope of our activi­ 
ties,” Younger explained. 


Ironically, 
he received his 
h i g h e s t honor, the Distin­ 
guished Flying Cross, on. an 
unsuccessful attempt to rescue 
two pilots downed in Southeast 
Asia. 
Howard, then with a helicop­

The helicopter had 50 bullet 
holes, he recalled, but declined 
to reveal, the location of the 
incident or whether any fatali­ 
ties were involved. 
While working with the unit 
in Thail.and, the crew “ had 
three saves in hostile territory, 
and most were pretty hairy,” 
Howard said. 
Only about a dozen of 2,500 
applicants are picked fo r p a r­ 
am edical training, but Howard, 
who had been on the Amador 
Valley High School, swim m ing 
and track team in Pleasanton, 
Alameda County, passed the 
rigid physical fitness test. 
“ You had to run three m iles 
in 26 m i n u t e s and swim, a 
mile,” he said. 
He volunteered because he 
felt the job would offer “a, lot of 
outdoor work and would be a 
little exciting,” and his desire 
was spurred by his interest in 
scuba diving. 
After a year of training he 
was not only a scuba diver, but 
a parachutist, mountain clim­ 
ber and. medic. 
At first there was running six 
to seven miles a day and doing 
300 to 500 pushups a day, then 
parachute jumping school, com­ 
bat survival school, scuba div­ 
ing 
school, 
jungle 
survival 
school, medical training, field 
training as a. pararescue techni­ 
cian, mountain climbing and 
training for Apollo recovery 
missions. 
"Our job is survival,’* said 
Howard, a comment in keeping 
with the Aerospace Rescue and 
Recovery Service motto: “That 
Others May Live.” 
When the initial training end­ 
ed. Howard was assigned to the 
31st Aerospace Rescue and Re­ 
covery 
Squadron, in. 
Manila, 
where he contended “ 90 per

Rescuing a man. with, a he­ 
m orrhage from a mountaintop 
was typical of his adventures 
there. In 1969 he wras sent to 
Korea, where he assisted in the 
rescue of a pilot who had bailed 
out at sea, and to Thailand, 
where he stayed until trans­ 
ferred to Hamilton Air Force 
Base la s t November. 
<Tn a recent press release the 
Air Force noted that the 41st 
and 42nd Aerospace Rescue and. 
Recovery Squadrons at Hamil­ 
ton have assisted more than 
3.600 persons and have been 
credited with, 126 lives saved 
since Jan . 1, 1968* 
Howard and S Sgt. Michael 
E. Fish participated in the sav­ 
ing of two pilots who crashed 
into the Pacific 29 miles nor­ 
thwest of Point Arena Feb. 6 in 
an operation that one officer 
described, as a “ textbook case.” 
When 
a 
pararescue 
man 
drops from a plane to sea he is 
a flying aid station, carrying 
about 180 pounds of equ.ipm.ent 
including a life raft, parachute, 
reserve chute a 42-pound medi­ 
cal kit, oxygen tanks and scuba 
suit. 
(Howard, 
who weighs 160, 
leaves the plane weighing 340 
pounds. 
Airborne within 20 minutes 
after the alert the two parares­ 
cue men dropped into a calm 
sea to the two pilots who were 
spotted about 100 yards apart.) 
Howard said there were no 
problems in the rescue opera­ 
tion but “I saw two sharks, one 
about. 100 yards away and one 
about. 10 yards away.” 
About the rescue, Lt. Col. P. 
D. Williams, one of the downed 
pilots, said, at the tim e: “I’ll, 
tell you it sure was great to 
have them there with us, those 
guys are great.” 


When there is an. alert sound­ 
ed at the base, the pararescue 
men scramble to the HC-130 
r e s c u e plane, their gear is 
trucked to the plane, and they 
dress en route. 


They have snow shoes if they 
are going to land in snow and 
special tree jump suits, suita­ 
bly padded, if they are going to 
have to land in trees. 


Howard stressed the job is

The plan, to be submitted 
Friday to the Legislature, calls 
lor a. $301 million start' in the 
next 10 years on a bus rapid 
transit system using tunnels in 
downtown San Francisco and a 
second deck on the bridge. The 
system would cost $201 million 
for the San Francisco route, $65 
million for the second deck, $30 
million for vehicles, and $5 mil­ 
lion for research and develop­ 
ment. 
It was unclear how* the sys­ 
tem would function without a 
second deck since it would be 
designed to operate on its own 
right-of-way. 
But with the opposition, by the 
San Francisco supervisors, the 
plan apparently will be in trou­ 
ble when heard by legislative 
com mittees next month. In, the 
Assembly, it will be heard by a 
special five-member subcom­ 
m ittee that includes two San 
Francisco legislators,, so San. 


Francisco's objections will have 
a strong voice on the subcom­ 
mittee.

anybody else in 
the 
world, 
began a beefless week today on 
government orders. The unpop­ 
ular measure was aimed, at 
providing more of the m eat for 
export. 


More afflueant Argentinians 
prepared 
for 
the event by 
filling their freezers with meat. 
'The less affluant had to turn to 
chicken, lamb and pork. 
The most immediate effect 
was in. resta wants, where sale 
of beef stopped almost entirely 
since they face fines up to 
$1.2,500 if caught selling beef. 


It was the fourth time in less 
than. 15 years that Argentines— 
who ate 183.7 pounds of beef 
per capita in 1969—were faced 
with a ban on their staple diet.

An ordinance to require de­ 
velopers of ridge property to 
take responsibility for drainage 
problems caused by their pro­ 
jects was recommended last 
night to the Corte Madera Plan­ 
ning Commission. 


Roger G. Fry, of the Walnut 
Creek planning firm of Yoder, 
Trotter, Orlob and Associates, 
proposed the ordinance at a 
public h e a r i n g on a $20,000 
storm drainage plan, prepared 
by his firm.. 


The plan proposes drainage 
improvements, 
including 
pumps, ponding areas and re- 
- 
construction of culverts, chan­ 
nels and pipes, to handle runoff 
from those major storms ex­ 
pected to hit Marin every 25 
years. 
Town 
Engineer Arthur N. 
Morrison agreed that develo­ 
pers would have to bear respon­ 
sibility for runoff created by 
their projects and said he would 
prepare a proposed ordinance 
setting fees for offsite drainage 
improvements. 
The ordinance would apply to 
all builders but is aimed spe­ 
cifically at Ridge Land Develo­ 
pers. he said. 
Builders would be required to 
pay such fees to help construct 
downstream facilities to cope 
with increased storm runoff 
caused when grass- and brush- 
covered land is replaced by 
building's,. 
Morrison said he is given 
broad power under the existing 
zoning ordinance to collect such, 
fees but an ordinance specify­ 
ing the a m o u n t s to be paid 
would, make it impossible for 
developers to complain about 
unfair assessments. 
The drainage plan, presented 
to the town council Feb. 15, 
divides the town into 10 basins 
and suggests improvements for 
each. ’The extent of improve­ 
ments ranges from minor in the 
Chapman Drive-Willow Avenue 
area, called the high canal bas­ 
in, to extensive in the outer 
Paradise 
Drive area, which 
largely remains to be devel­ 
oped. 
Fry told the commission that 
needed improvements were cal­ 
culated on the basis of growth 
projected from the town’s ge­ 
neral plan. 
No cost estimate on the im­ 
provements has been prepared, 
but Morrison said he is in the 
process of working on one. 
Drainage facilities, he said, 
could be:-paid for either by a 
general obligation bond issue, 
under which all improvements 
would be constructed at once, 
or on a pay-as-you-go plan, us­ 
ing the approximately $25.000 
collected each year by a drain­ 
age tax of 20 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 
The town council will decide 
which funding method to use, 
Morrison said. In case it selects 
pay-as-you-go, 
the 
engineer 
said he is preparing a list of 
those basins which most ur­ 
gently need flood control work. 
The planning commission, will, 
take no action as a result of last 
night's special meeting. Morri­ 
son said the meeting was for 
the commission’s information 
only, to be used in conjunction 
with, considering plans for de­ 
velopments which might alter 
the runoff pattern in certain 
areas.

Parr Remains The 
Talk Show Leader

HOLLYWOOD

— 
There's 
little 
question, 
that 
ABC-Tv’s 
Dick 
Cavett 
has 
carved 
out 
a 
very 
choice 
audience for his late-night talk, 
show, but those of us who once 
compared him to Jack Paar 
might well reassess this evalua­ 
tion . 


Paar, 
of 
course, 
is 
still 
considered the unquestioned all- 
time m aster of the video talk 
show, and even many young, 
ultra-contemporary show busi­ 
ness performers continue to 
pay homage to him when they 
privately discuss what 
they 
would like to do on television. 


Cavett, it is true, has a 
passing' resemblance to Paar in 
his dry wit, his waspish and 
honest reactions when a foolish 
guest gets way out of line or 
tries to tread on him, and also 
in his literate approach 
to 
topics that range far beyond 
showbiz. 


There is, however, an essen­ 
tial. and. enorm ous difference 
between Paar and Cavett, and 
because of this difference Paar 
remains in. a. class by himself. 
For what made Paar unique, 
and 
continues 
to 
be 
the 
underlying 
reason, 
for 
his 
appeal—even to today's young 
performers—is that he was not 
afraid to expose his inner self 
on the home screen. He was not 
scared of risking extremes and 
even errors. Risk is the key 
word. If you’re afraid of it, 
you're just another guy punch­ 
ing a. time clock. 
Paar is a dignified, m an who 
respects restraint at the proper 
time, but, instinctively, he did 
not fear to lay bare his very 
personal feelings, however emo­ 
tional, on subjects he felt really 
m attered. 
Some w ere im portant, and 
some didn’t seem to be, but in 
the 
end 
th at 
aspect 
was 
secondary. For what emerged 
above all was a person you 
really 
seem ed 
to 
know, 
someone who cast aside ultra­ 
cool 
showbiz 
protocol, 
and 
therefore burst right, through 


the home screen as a human 
being,, using, television as a 
direct communicating device 
with an effectiveness that no 
other 
entertainer 
has 
ever 
achieved. 


In short, Paar let it áll hang 
out before the young generation 
was given credit for the idea. 


Cavett, on the other hand, 
seems so private about himself 
that one knows one is seeing 
only the public man. And it 
defeats the sense of exhilara­ 
tion a viewer can feel when he 
knows 
a 
distant 
idol 
has 
dropped the showbiz, facade and 
honestly tried to reach him 
personally. If you’re singing 
and dancing, impersonality i s , 
unimportant. 
But 
if 
you’re 
discussing ideas on as vast a 
m edium as television, the 
public is entitled to know about 
you so it has a true frame of 
reference. 


When 
C avett had Órson 
Welles on his sow, the veteran 
actor shrewdly needled him by 
reversing 
the 
interviewing, 
joshing C avett for being so 
private 
about 
himself 
and, 
eventually, embarrassing him a 
bit by trying to get him to talk 
about himself. Like many of us, 
Welles admires Cavett, but he * 
made clear that he, too, wanted * 
him to drop the facade. 
Johnny Carson is a very ■ 
private man also on his NBC- 
Tv series, 
and, 
along with"- 
Cavett, is tremendously adept 
at 
his 
job, 
yet, 
as 
Bert 
Schneider, producer of “Easy 
R ider’1 
and 
“ Five 
E a s y ' 
Pieces,’’ has said of video talk 
show 
hosts, 
you 
have 
the 
feeing they are playing' their ■ 
public selves, rather than being 
their real selves. 
CBS-Tv’s Merv Griffin seems 
another example of this, with 
his 
gosh-gee-W hiz-Fm -just- 
a m azed-at-what-you're-telling- 
me blarney. It’s utterly incredi­ 
ble 
to

PITTSBURGH (UPI) — The 
Pittsburgh Condors have signed 
Howard Porter to an American 
Basketball Association contract, 
but it may take the courts to 
decide where Porter plays next 
season. 
Porter, the most valuable 
player in the NCAA basketball 
championship, apparently has 
involved himself with two 
agents—one of whom negotiated 
a reported five-year, million- 
dollar contract with Pittsburgh, 
and another negotiating with 
the Chicago Bulls of the NBA. 
, Although the Bulls' picked 
Porter on the second round of 
the NBA draft Monday, the 
Condors insist their contract 
with him is binding. 
“Porter is legal property of 
the Condors,” said Operations 
Director Mark Binstein. “We 
have completed negotiations 
with him, and I expect him to 
be in a Pittsburgh uniform for 
10 years.” 
The 6-foot-8 Porter, an All- 
American at Villanova, was not 
available for comment after the 
'Condors’ announcement and 
even his attorney, Norman 
Blass said he did not know 
where he was, Porter showed 
up later Monday night at a 


basketball writers’ dinner in 
Philadelphia. 
He was shown a copy of the 
United Press International sto­ 
ry concerning the Condors and 
replied with a smile “the 
money’s good. 
“I haven’t talked to them, and 
I’m not going to talk to anyone 
for a while,” Porter said. “I’m 
tired after a hard tournament. 
If the money’s there now, it 
will be there later.” 
“Off his play in the NCAA 
championships, Porter has 
emerged as perhaps the hottest 
property in the pro draft 
today,” said Binstein, and that 
could be the crux of the 
Condors’ problems. 
Porter reportedly made his 
first committment to the ABA 
and Pittsburgh in January after 
the Condors chose him. No. 1 in 
the league’s secret draft. After 
winning the M'VP award in the 
national championships, Porter 
has become a hotter property. 
Binstein claimed the contract, 
negotiated by Condors’ Pres­ 
ident Don Bezahler with Blass 
and agent Chuck Kaufman, was 
binding. 
“It is far, far in excess of 
any contract ever given by the 
Pittsburgh franchise,”

'No Way To Save' Is 
Route To Bankruptcy 


The taxpayer has taken such a 
beating the past few years that he is 
numb. To predictions of tax increas­ 
es this year, he reacts in most cases 
with the grumbling acceptance of a 
slave who knows there is no way to 
end his servitude. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan has insisted, 
in a kind of “Horatio at the Bridge” 
performance, 
that 
the 
balanced 
budget he submitted to the legisla­ 
ture is possible. Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley. R-San Rafael, who 
last year carried the administra­ 
tion's unsuccessful tax reform pack­ 
age, says flatly it is not possible. 
IT IS NOT, says Bagley, because 
it makes no allowance for inflation. 
School support must be increased 
enough to cover the year's inflation 
of nearly 7 per cent, he says. And 
salaries of state employees must be 
similarly increased. This will unbal­ 
ance the budget. The result must be 
more taxes. Bagley suggests they 
must come from the state income 
tax. already increased tremendous­ 
ly in the last few years. He also 
wants state income tax withholding 
— which makes constant revenue 
flow to the state, at the expense of 
additional 
bookkeeping by every 
employer. It also makes it easier to 
raise the income tax, since the bite 
is in a long series of nibbles instead 
of one devastating crunch. 
At the local level, taxes will take 
an' automatic increase averaging 
8.6 per cent because of change in 
the assessment ratio, without any 
jurisdiction increasing its rate. Yet 
here, too, the talk is of increases 
rather than of rate reductions be­ 
cause of the hike in assessment 
values. 
Here, the reasons put forth are 
.the same: Salaries must be in­ 
creased to meet the higher cost of 
living. Allowance must be made for 
the inflation in price of everything

the county, city or special district 
buys. 
The numbed taxpayer is inclined 
to accept the explanation and re­ 
gard the increase as inevitable. He 
is tired of fighting — and losing. He 
may revolt against the local juris­ 
diction by simply refusing to pay 
his property tax; but he can do 
nothing about the income tax if it is 
withheld from his paycheck, nor 
about the sales and excise taxes 
(many of them hidden) on the price 
of almost everything he buys. 
THE TROUBLE with the explana­ 
tion that taxes must keep going up 
because prices have gone up is that 
it's just not so. 
It is true that more taxes are 
necessary if the same number of 
people 
are kept performing the 
same amount of work, if all the 
same projects are continued — re­ 
gardless of their success or failure, 
if the same boondoggles go on. if 
methods are unchanged and effi­ 
ciency is not improved. 
When a business starts going into 
the red. 
top management starts 
looking for ways to get more return 
from 
less 
outlay. 
Government 
should do the same. 
When a man finds the inflation 
has made his Cadillac too expensive 
to maintain, he trades it in on a 
Mustang or even a Batsun. Some of 
the operations of governments fall 
into the Cadillac luxury class. 
WE F I N D IT HARD to buy 
“There's no way to cut” explana­ 
tions from government officials who 
have made no visible attempt to cut 
expenses and increase efficiency in 
their own offices. 
If a failing business continues in 
the same practices, it goes bank­ 
rupt. State, counties, cities and spe­ 
cial districts face the same fate if 
they refuse to take necessary m ea­ 
sures for economy.

whether Vice President Spiro 
Agnew is deliberately out to 
erode confidence in an institu­ 
tion that has survived since the 
founding of the republic.

HE IS CENTERING a lot of 
his fire on the Columbia Broad­ 
casting System’s “The Selling 
of the Pentagon,” to support his 
charge of bias and slanted re­ 
porting. 
The documentary, run twice 
on the network, was a powerful 
presentation of how the huge 
resources of the Department of 
Defense are used to convince 
millions of Americans that the 
military is the embodiment of 
the good, the true and the beau­ 
tiful. The Pentagon does not 
confine itself in its propaganda 
to glorifying military might but 
it intrudes, according to the do­ 
cumentary. on foreign policy 
through the wide circulation of 
hard-line anti-communist films, 
many dating from the cold W'ar 
era. 
Agnew and Chairman F. Ed­ 
ward H e b e r t of the House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee, 
found specific flaws in the film. 
Hebert said an interview he 
had with an Army colonel was 
used 
under false pretenses. 
Statements made by military 
men were taken out of context, 
according to Agnew. 
THE WHOLE E P I S O D E 
might have been forgotten, as 
public information men in the 
Pentagon hoped it would be, 
had it not been for the vice 
president. He chose a speech in 
Massachusetts at the Middlesex 
Club to fire his heaviest broad­ 
side. Not only did he attack the 
Pentagon film but he went back 
to two earlier documentaries, 
“ Project Nassau” and “Hunger 
in America,” Of the latter he 
said that CBS had represented 


a baby as dying from malnutri­ 
tion when that was untrue. On 
“ Project Nassau” he renewed 
his charge that CBS had paid to 
bring off, without success, a 
rebellion in Haiti and then film 
it. Richard S. Salant, president 
of CBS News, d e n i e d these 
charges. 
An incident occurred 
that 
night revealing perhaps the 
kind of 
partisanship Agnew' 
stirs. As he was speaking, a 
bearded hippie type — a report­ 
er, it later turned out, for an 
underground paper — stood up. 
From all over the hall came 
angry cries of ‘ ‘ k i l l him. ’ 
“ lynch him,” “drag him out.” 
The secret service closed in and 
what he had intended never be­ 
came known. 
In the congressional 
cam 
paign last fall Agnew won the 
favor of conservative Republi­ 
cans who helped to bring about 
the Nixon nomination in 1968. 
They are his constituency, and 
if the President contemplates 
dumping Agnew in 1972 he can 
count on their opposition to any 
such move. This may be the 
explanation 
of his continual 
rousing of old animosities to-, 
ward the media. 
BUT AGNEW’S personal for­ 
tunes are for the long pull un­ 
important 
when 
measured 
against the strength and weak­ 
nesses of the institutions that 
sustain a free society. Like all 
human institutions, the media 
is a long way from perfection. 
It is often overcompetitive, so 
bent on the immediate sensa­ 
tion, the day’s headline, that 
the underlying cause and effect 
are lost to view. 
A press still relatively free is 
one of the few checks on the 
excess of government and the 
bigness of big industry and big 
labor. “The Selling of the Pen­ 
tagon,” while it may have 
erred in stressing the propa­ 
ganda aspect, illuminates what 
a $75 billion defense budget 
means in power and priority. 
In his book, “To Kill a Mes­ 
senger,” William Small, Wash­ 
ington news director for CB-S, 
puts it aptly. It is a struggle 
between the real world and the 
fantasy world of the extrem e 
right and the e x t r e m e left. 
They both want to kill the mes­ 
senger who tries to tell it like it 
is.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — A 
bill which fails far short of the 
need has been introduced by 
Sen. James Q. Wedworth, D- 
Hawthorne. The measure is SB 
185, relating to standards for 
automobile replacement parts. 
The bill would require these 
parts to meet standards of safe­ 
ty established by the California 
Highway Patrol, and require 
that parts for motor vehicle pol­ 
lution control systems 
meet 
specific standards laid down by 
the Air Resources Board. 
All of which is a laudable 
effort on Senator Wedw’orth’s 
part, but falls far short of meet­ 
ing the real n e e d , which is 
being able to get any parts at 
all for certain makes of foreign 
cars which are being sold in 
increasing 
numbers 
on 
the 
American market. 
SEVERAL 
YEARS 
AGO, 
there was an Assembly bill, 
which, had it passed, would 
have required foreign car agen­ 
cies to maintain a stock of 


parts in this country which re­ 
adily could be tapped for need­ 
ed parts. 
Apparently, the legislature 
thought foreign cars would need 
no parts, being that perfect, 
and failed to vote the bill. In 
fact, it never got out of commit­ 
tee. 
The result has been disas­ 
trous for many American mo­ 
torists, who invested in foreign 
cars 'because it 'was thought 
they were b e t t e r made and 
would last l o n g e r than the 
American product. 
Having had years of experi­ 
ence with both f o r e i g n and 
American-made vehicles, this 
writer can testify that this be­ 
lief is more a figment of the 
imagination than a fact. Expe­ 
rience has shown that either 
car, properly taken care of, will 
give the owner good service. 
But try getting parts for the 
foreign 
automobile! 
Perhaps 
some manufacturers maintain 
a proper stock in the United 
States, but one British firm is 


sufficient to drive the owner 
slightly insane. 


.After the owner had a bad 
accident in which the car was 
mashed to the point where it 
needed new parts in several 
places, the agency, to make a 
long story short., took nearly six 
months to restore the automo­ 
bile to the sahpe it was in be­ 
fore getting hit. 


One would think that a for­ 
eign manufacturer would have 
more concern for his customers 
than to leave them earless for 
half a year, but the agency did 
not seem to care. 


THIS. OF COURSE, reflects 
the automobile business gener­ 
ally, which does not intend ever 
to give the sucker a break. 


No doubt Wedworth is trying 
to provide some protection for 
the car owner with SB 185, but 
at least a segment of the own­ 
ers feel his bill does not go far 
enough.

Farm Subsidies Pose 
Common Market Threat

Ever since the beginning of 
the European Common Market 
in 1957, the 25 million farm 
workers in the six-nation m ar­ 
ket have been its biggest source 
of trouble. 
France, as the market’s grea­ 
test agricultural producer, can 
and has threatened its breakup 
over the issue of farm supports. 
On the same issue, France may 
yet veto Britain's third attempt 
to gain entry into the market. 
In the market, composed of 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
the Netherlands, Belgium and 
Luxembourg, farmers are a vo­ 
cal and important minority. 
That they are capable of violent 
expression has just been proven 
by 80,000 of them in a destruc­ 
tive demonstration in the Com­ 
mon Market headquarters of 
Tí |*i i cc p l c 
IN A* DISCUSSION of the 
problem, France may be tak- 
*en as typical. 
In the first place, the French 
farmer, like the Belgian or Bri­ 
tish coal miner, is doing exact­ 
ly what his f a t h e r a n d 
grandfather did before him, 
and in the same place. He sees 
no reason either to change or 
move. 
But he feels a deliberate at­ 
tempt is being made to drive 
him off the land and into the 
city, which is true. 
Sicco L. Mansholt, the m ar­ 
ket’s agricultural commission­ 
er, wants to take more thar 
half the farmers out of agricul­ 
ture in the next 10 years under 
a program of reeducation cost­ 
ing billions of dollars.

In their forceful expressions 
of dissatisfaction, the farm ers 
heap manure outside govern­ 
ment offices, dump produce on 
the roads and pelt officials with 
eggs, apples or whatever is 
handiest. 


THE FARMERS CITE the 
Common 
Market’s own fi­ 
gures to prove their case. 
These figures show that a 
French industrial worker takes 
home $1.09 for each of 2,078 
hours worked in the average 
year. Farm statisticians say a 
farmer works 50' per cent more 
hours per year for an income 
one-third less. 
It seems probable that the 
French people, just emerging 
from a highly protectionist so­ 
ciety, fear change more than 
they dislike Britain. 
So far as F r a n c e is con­ 
cerned, the Common Market is 
a going concern upon which 
British entry would have an 
effect 
as yet undetermined. 
Therefore, they say, if Britain 
is to come in, she must pay the 
price in support of the market’s 
agricultural policy. The British 
figure that price could reach 
$1.9 billion by 1978. It could bo 
too high. 
The French peasants and oth­ 
er farm workers inside the 
m arket say no matter how high 
supports are now, they are not 
high enough.
